What The BibleSays About Dancing

It has often been said that 
if you want to know how to 
rear children, ask those who 
have never had any in their 
homes 
It seems in a recent 
article we have had consider­ 
able of such advice The pro­ 
gram outlined would certainly 
please the devil well. It is sug­ 
gested that all restrictions and 
inhibitions 
be 
removed, 
and 
that children b«* encouraged to 
do just anything they desire. 
Moreover 
it 
is 
urged 
that 
churches give official approval 
to recognized evils. T hat la 
certainly far from Bible teach­ 
ing. Is the Bible wrong? To 
approve a thing th at is wTong 
does not make it right, no m at­ 
ter who approves it; nor does 
it take the curse out of it. 
Certainly I am for our young 
ptxiple and definitely concern­ 
ed that they have wholesome 
recreation and entertainm ent. 
But I am not among those who 
believe that we must foster ft>r 
them, in order for them to 
enjoy life, the thing which has 
done more than any other one 
tiling to fill the brothel, that 
is, the dance. I love them too 
much for that. And the Bible 
has some v«*ry bitter things to 
say in condemnation of those 
who lead them astray. 
(See 
Mark 9:42*. I am for giving our 
youth a chance, but I am very 
definitely against that which 
may blight their lives and damn 
their souls. 
I 
have 
no 
remark 
about 
creeds, for Baptists have none 
except the Bible. We do not 
intend to revise that nor to 
accept anyone else’s revision of 
it. 
It may or may not be true, as 
charged, th at half the mem­ 
bers of this church dance; but 
it is certainly true th at the 
ones who dance are not the 
ones in whom people really have 
confidence as Christians. Some 
of them probably are Christ­ 
ians, but certainly thev are not 
spiritual Christians. I have yet 
to know my first danced who 
is generally recognized as the 
better type of Christian, nor 


have I known one who was a 
soul u inner. Why? 
True, the main issue of the 
Bible is not the dance, nor any 
•ther .sin as much. It is the 
love of God and righteousness, 
as opposed to the love of sin 
and the world. “Love not the 
world, neither the things that 
are in the world If any man 
love the world, the love of the 
father is net in him .” <1 John 
2:15). "She that aiveth her­ 
self to pleasure is dead while 
she liveth.” <1 Tim. 5 6». “If 
ye live after the flesh, ye must 
die.” i Rom. 8:13». 
The main attem pt of those 
who contend for the dance is 
to break down recognized moral 
standards and substitute that 
which is lower and question­ 
able. I agree that when a sin 
has to be defended constantly, 
there is something rotten. That 
is what is being done 
But in what is said here of 
the dance, is concerning cer­ 
tain types of dancing, more es­ 
pecially. In many languages the 
term is used to include such a 
wide variety of exercises. And 
that is where many people go 
so far wrong on some Bible 
passages; for the Bible knows 
nothing of the dance as we 
see it mainly. “Of the social 
I dancing of couples in the mod- 
I em fashion there is no trace,” 
says an eminent authority con­ 
cerning dancing in the Bible. 
TTie Bible has somewhat to 
say about dancing, it is true. 
Let us take two cases. In Exo- 
dus 32:19.28, it was in con­ 
nection with the worship of 
the golden calf. This brought 
a demand for the slaying of 
the 1 traders in the orgie and 
3000 people 
were summarily 
killed. In the case of David 
where he “danced before the 
Lord with all his m ight.” this 
resulted in a family row and 
finally in the separation of 
David 
and 
his 
wife, 
Saul's 
daughter. 
«2 Sam. 
6:14-23». 
These tw’o cases would prob­ 
ably 
be classed 
as religious 
dancing. 77ie Bible does not 
give any word of approval.

The main 
consideration Is a small contain­ 
er that can b«‘ picked up and 
brought into the kitchen on cold 
days and nights, and put outside 
on warm days. 
Starting the Plant Bed 
In timbered areas rotted leaf 
mold from the woods may be us­ 
ed for crowing plants A mixture 
can be made of equal parts of well 
rotted manure and top soil, or 
better still, a mixture of one- 
fourth rotted manure, one-fourth 
sand, and one-half top soil can 
be used. Make a layer 2 to 3 
inches thick of any of these mix­ 
tures and put a layer of course 
sand 1 inch thick over it. Mark

seed, three to 
and cover ane- 
Scatter a thin 
gravel over the 


off rows in the 
apart, plant the 
four to the inch, 
half Inch deep,

surface after planting, then sprin­ 
kle freely with water. The gravel 
is used to help prevent damping 
off of the small plants. 
Handling the I’lants 
The plant bed should be started 
six to eight weeks before time 
for setting the plants in the open 
ground.

the plant box to the garden when 
I they have attained a height of 
2 to 3 inches. Tomatoes, peppers 
and eggplants should be trans­ 
planted when 4 to 5 inches high 
into a larger plant bed where 
they will have 3 or 4 inches of 
' space between plants, which will 
help them to grow' off quickly 
when set out and make sturdy 
plants.

cups or old tin cans, so that the 
plant can be set. out easily in 
the garden with the soil around 
it.
